Clary'e liuprieonmeat bad aavere- 
ly weakened blib. bat abovla horn 
the month of the ihaft, eonnde from 
the outer world aud gaebea of freih 
air gave heart and streogtb to the 
M^ar. At first be had little to aay 
i4^a to bre^tbe hie thanka. 

A pbysiolao wae lowered. He ad- 
mtelttered etlmolanu. Clary wae 
belated to tbe enrfbee and aet foot 
on top of earth ten minatee after ho 
wae (ouud. Hia faibar, broMiere 
and tbe phyaiolMbwHatfhtai Mray 
to tbe Clary noroe nearby, where 
bta mother, weakanad by tbe atraia 
of ber Iod*g Tlgil, lay 111. 

The flret three attempt! to drill a 
•mall bole to admit air and noar- 
lahnent tailed to laaala -fWHig 
OI*ry. but the fourth wae incoeae- 
teL It waa found tbat Clary waa in 
tmiminent danger of drowitiuK from 
water rlalng lo the drift. I>i>(Kera 
In the abaft i«d9«M«|..Ml«ir etlorta 
and the drift wae Maabad aarller 
than expected. 

Talle Bxyerifaae 
Slanditat it a fi^ ^M^on ' of 

(^roaud not reached by tbe steadily 
rlaing water, Clary late last night 
related bis remarkable experience 
to men on tbe sorfaee. Commnal- 
cation waa obtained with the yooog 
man by means of a' talephpoe. As 
be told of hia long Tigtl in absolute 
darkness fraught now with hope, 
now with bitter disappointment, 
bot never wUb despair, ba intarrap- 
ted the eouTaraation now and then 
to receive auppllea of food lowered 
through the Ive'locb shaft, which 
after thraa balas were bored In vain, 
finally reached tbe drUl wk«f« ba 
was held a prisoner. 

Tba saapanaa ba aaflafwl m lndi> 
eated in part of his atory as told ov- 
er tba telephone. He said : 

"I tried taeoant tbaatrokaaof tbe 
drill and was able to gauge time a 
little by tbe poandlng of tbe bit. 
Honrs passed nnul I beard the drill 
enttlfig into the bard gronn^^hat 1 
could not locate the souucn^the 
darkneaa. 

"Soon tbe drilling stopped. I 
knew they bad- miesed %h« drift. As 
time paaaed and I could hear no 
•ouud, I ooald picture them maklug 
new ealealatlnna. I waa not sur- 
prised when I heard tbe drilling of 
tbe first bole. 

Water Bisee 
"All the time the water was rising 
a little higher, but I was not wor- 
ried. I waa hungry, bnt 1 triad to 
keep from thinkiiiK about anything 
to eat. It was hard to keep from 
thinking about It, however, and I 
drank lots of water from the drift. 

"After a wnile I felt a draft of 
fresh air, and I knew tbe drill bad 
cut into the drift. But m the dark- 
ness I could not locate It. I called 
with all my might, bat oonld not 
make myself beard. It waa mad- 
dening. ,^ 

"Then when I heard tbe drilling 
again iu a new location I was dia- 
ooursged for the first time. But not 
for a minute did I give up hope. . 

"I r was just the tame thing over 
and over again f^ tbi next few 
hours. I grew very hungry all tbe 
time, but tried to forget it. I bua- 
ied myself as much as possible ub> 
til the fourth drill hole penetrated 
the roof of tbo drift, it took me a 
ong time to locate tbe hole' 
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Joplin, Mo., Aug. 1.— Shortly after 
noon today a faint hello" up the 
fourth drill shaft sunk in the effort 
to rescue Joseph Clary, 32 years old,
